March 15th.—The 
Union Pacific engineers who abandoned 
their engines yesterday are on duty agaiu 
this morning, and freight traffic is going on 
as usual. 
It is stated that the engineers were last 
night given to understand that they were 
not compelled to handle the Burlington 
freight if they did not desire to, and as a 
consequence all the cars of that line are 
apparently being side-tracked in the Union 
Pacific yards.

Minneapolis, March 15th.—The Mani­ 
toba road to-day begun to move Burlington 
freight again. 
THE BURLINGTON RESTORES RATES. 
C hicago, March 15th.—The Chicago, Bur­ 
lington and Quincy had a surpiise in store 
for the Western roads to-day, in the way of 
an unqualified consent to a restoration of 
rates, it agreeing to advance them in com­ 
mon with other Western lines on March 
26th. 


IN T H E SO UTHW EST. 
A S trike A long th e W hole A tchison und 
S anta F e System . 
D e n v e r, March 15th.—A report reached 
here this evening that all the engineers and 
firemen on the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe road, running south of La Santa, 
Col., had struck at 4 o'clock this afternoon. 
The cause of the strike cannot be ascer­ 
tained. 
THE A. AND P. FALLS INTO LINE.

N eed les, March 15th.—All the engineers 
and firemen on the Atlantic and I’acilic 
have quit work. The trains on the road 
will be run to terminal points, and busi­ 
ness will be at a stand-still after to-morrow, 
till such time as matters are adjusted be­ 
tween the Brotherhood of Engineers and 
the railroad company. 
NOT RICK, BUT “ TIRED.” 
K ansas C ity (Mo.), March 15th.—The 
engineers and firemen on the vast system of 
the Atchison, Topeka & 8anta Fe Company' 
went out on a strike at 4 o’clock this after­ 
noon. The strike created intense excite­ 
ment and sui prise, for the reason that the 
road has not been handling Burlington 
freight. 
That the strike was ordered by some one 
in authority, there is no doubt, but in this 
city the men profess ignorance of the issu­ 
ing of any such order, and sav they have 
quit because they are “tired.” ’ 
THE ALLEGED CAUSE. 
P u e b lo (Col.), March 15th.—The strike 
of engineers and firemen on the Alchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe is on hand, and, it is 
understood, goes into effect at 12 o’clock 
to-night on the whole Santa Fe system. 
The men are not striking against moving 
Burlington cars, but for standard wages. 
From what can be learned from the men 
themselves, their grievance is the same as 
that of the Burlington engineers. 
ALL FIRES OUT AT ALBUQUERQUE. 
A lb u q u e rq u e (N. M.), March 15th.—All 
the engineers and firemen on the Santa Fe 
system, including the Atlantic and Pacific, 
went out at 4 o’clock this afternoon. Not a 
wheel turned on either road, except of pas­ 
senger trains in transit at the hour named, 
which are to be taken through to their des­ 
tination. All freights are tied up here. 
Trains made up and ready to go out are left 
on the side-tracks, and as fast as the en­ 
gines come in they are taken to the round­ 
house. Nothing is doing in the yards. 
A M A TTER O F SY M PATH Y. 
F ears E xpressed of a G eneral T ie-up A ll 
O ver th e C ountry. 
D en v er, March 15th.—The Superintend­ 
ent of the Santa Fe Company to-night 
stated that he had no information as to the 
exact hour the engineers and firemen on 
his road wculd go out, but he understood 
it would be some time to-night. He had 
been informed that the men are not strik­ 
ing on account of dissatisfaction with their 
wages or the policy of the company, but 
simply in sympathy wilh the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy strikers. 
The Chicago express and ail freights left 
here as usual to-night, but it is not known 
whether they will be run through or not. 
The opinion among railroad men seems 
to be that the new move upon the part of 
the Santa Fe will be extended to all the 
roads in the country, and result in a gen­ 
eral tie-up. 
ANOTHER REASON GIVEN. 
A lb u q u e rq u e (N. M.), March 15th.—It 
is understood at this point that the cause of 
the strike on the Santa Fe was because the 
company requested the men to haul Bur­ 
lington cars. A committee of engineers 
waited on the Manager of the road and in­ 
formed him of their determination. The 
officials told the committee that the inter­ 
state commerce law compelled them to 
haul Burlington cars. This the engineers 
refused to do, and about 2.000 engineers 
and firemen on the Santa Fe and 1,000 on 
the Atlantic and Pacific quit work. 
All passenger trains which started before 
this evening will be taken to their desti­ 
nation. 
THE TIE UP AT NEWTON. 
N ew ton (Kan.), March 15th.—At four 
o’clock to-day all the engineers and firemen 
of freight trains and switch engines on the 
Sente Fe at this point left their cabs and 
went on a strike. All passenger trains are 
still running, but it is not known how long 
they will continue. 
Newton is the headquarters of the Middle 
Division of the Santa Fe, and the railroad 
yards are fast filling up with engines and 
freight cars. 
Everything is quite and 
orderly, but the engineers are reticent and 
give no reason why they are out. 
It is understood that they received orders 
from the Brotherhood this morning notifv- 
ing them to quit their cabs at 4 r. m., or as 
soon thereafter as they should reach the 
end of their runs. It is supposed the order 
was sent out because of Judge Gresham's 
decision in the Wabash case. The railroad 
authorities have but little to say. 
AT EMPORIA, KANSAS. 
E m poria (Kan .), March 15th.—The 
Brotherhood engineers on the Santa Ee 
system at this point abandoned their en­ 
gines to-day at 4 o'clock. No explanation 
is given for such action, bat it is supposed 
to be on account of the Santa Fe Companv 
taking Burlington freight. 


A LW AYS A M IGAD LE. 
R elatio n s B etw een th e A tchison C om ' 
l>any an d th e E ngineers. 
T opeka (Kao.). March 15lh.—The Asso­ 
ciated Press Agent lias learned the facts 
concerning the relationship of the B-other- 
hood of Enginfers to the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe Company, and a brief state­ 
ment of the facts concerning the relation­ 
ships, without comment, will probably 
place the raiiroad company and Brother­ 
hood in the proper light before the public 
For sevei il years the Brotherhood of 
Engineers has been recoge tzed and fostered 
as a .egilimatfc a:_d reputable trades asso­ 
ciation by the Santa Fe Railroad Company. 
1 ally ninety per cent, of the engineers 
employed by ihe company have been for 
years Brotherhood Engineers, From time 
to time the representatives of the Brother­ 
hood have met with the Managers of the 


road and discussed their grievances, or en­ 
tered into a friendly consideration of mat­ 
ters looking to the improvement of their 
condition aud remuneration. 
THE c o m p a n y ’s POLICV. 
The company has done this in pursuance 
of a policy which it believed it was its duty 
to the public to pursue, viz : To have sta­ 
bility and experience in its motive power 
department, in the interest of the safety of 
the life and property of its patrons. "No 
just request which had ever been made of 
the company’ by the Brotherhood has ever 
been refused, and but very recently' the 
very mileage schedule which is the cause 
of the quarrel between the Brotherhood 
and the Burlington company was sub­ 
mitted to the A., T. and S.F. Company and 
in a friendly’ conference was accepted and 
put into force by the companv. 
The A., T. and S. F. Company, through 
its proper officers, thereupon (about Febru­ 
ary 1st), entered into a contract with the lo­ 
comotive engineers and firemen upon the 
Santa Fe and Southern Kansas systems. 
By this contract large benefits and advan­ 
tages were given to this class of employes. 
The very first provision of this written con­ 
tract is in substance as follows: 
That no engineer or fireman should be sus­ 
pended or discharged upon any charge w hat­ 
ever, without first having a fair and im partial 
hearing. A Board of Inquiry will be established, 
composed ol Division Superintendents, Division 
Master Mechanics and disinterested engineers 
from the division from which a complaint 
m ight arise, to investigate charges of miscon­ 
duct, and the right of appeal is in all cases given 
from local to general officers. The rights of 
firemen and engineers to act as a Committee on 
(’•onfereuee is recognized, aud leave of absence 
is granted for that purpose every time. 
This long contract, consisting of twenty- 
six articles, the larger part of which looits 
to the benefit of the employes, was care­ 
fully gone over at Chicago by representa­ 
tives of the Brotherhood of Engineers and 
the Vice-President of the company. For the 
concessions made, and the large benefits 
and advantages given, and perfect confi­ 
dence bestowed by the company upon this 
class of its employes the engineers and fire­ 
men agreed, through their representatives, 
that they would not fail to perform their 
duties under the contract and agreement 
without giving the company thirty days’ 
notice. 


T H E LA TEST. 
E ngineers T hink th e T rouble w ill he Sot- 
tie d W ithin a W eek. 
L a J u n ta (Col.), March 15th. — The 
Brotherhood engineers have been in secret 
session here since 7 o’clock, and refuse to 
give out any news, except that they think 
the matter will be settled within the next 
week. 
The men are all quiet, and the best of 
order prevails. 
THE MISSOURI PACIFIC THREATENED. 
K ansas C ity , March 15th.—Humors are 
circulated to-night that a strike will begin 
on the Kansas City, Fort Scott and Gulf 
system at 10 a. m. to-morrow, and on the 
Missouri Pacific at 1 p. m. to-morrow. 


TELEGRAPHIC BREVITIES. 
On Wednesday Mrs. General Grant held 
a reception at Jacksonville, Fla., assisted by 
Senator and Mrs. Stanford.

Roscoe Conkling came near losing his 
life in the snowy wilds of New York city 
on Tuesday, and is receiving telegrams of 
congratulation at his escape from residents 
of the Dakota citrus belt. 
The last rail was laid and the last spike 
driven in the Denver, Texas and Fort 
Worth road on Wednesdav at a point 
twenty-eight miles south of Denver. Den­ 
ver now has an air line to Fort Worth, 
and thence through Texas to the Gulf of 
Mexico. 


D estruction ot F o re st T rees by F ungi. 
Dr. Harkness in a communication to the 
Placer Republican, says : 
I am sorry to see that one of vour most 
beautiful forest trees, Pinus Sabiniana. is 
dying in great numbers. This destruction 
is due to the presence of a fungus which is 
acting upon the branches, and thus depriv­ 
ing the terminal twigs and foliage of neces­ 
sary sustenance. The fungus is a peri- 
dermium, and was first found by J.P. Moore 
and myself about ten years since upon the 
Pinus ponderosa, or pitch pine, in the vi­ 
cinity of Colfax. In that locality only the 
young trees are attacked, and but few are 
killed. I might also note the fact that the 
Pinus insign is, of Monterey, is suffering 
from a like cause. Mr. Moore named the 
fungus Peridinnium Harknessii. This spe­ 
cific nam e” Harknessii," however, will not 
in my opinion be retained, as it differs but 
slightly if at all from Peridermiumpinii of 
the Eastern States and Europe. 
The fungus first makes its appearance be­ 
neath the cambium layer of the bark, 
gradually separating it from the wood! 
New material, however, is deposited to 
replace that which has been destroyed, and 
in this manner the unsightly bulbous ex­ 
pansions of the branches are formed. The 
branch so attacked soon dies from a lack 
of nutriment and if a considerable number 
of branches suffer, the tree dies from a like 
cause. At the present time, March 12th, 
the fungus is beginning to make its pres­ 
ence felt. By making a section of one of 
the affected branches at the ¡joint where a 
bursa appears, the fungus may be detected 
between the bark and the wood as a layer 
of bright orange color. In a short period 
this permeates the bark and appears upon 
the surface where it may be readily de­ 
tected by its color. As before stated the 
constant irritation of the fungus leads to 
an abnormal thickening of the cambium 
with an increase of wood at the point of 
attack. 
While this parasite has been under my 
observation for several years, it is only 
within a year or two that it has exhibited 
any signs of producing serious damage to 
the forests. In 1886 two or three trees were 
observed which were suffering from its 
effects. During the year following a few 
had died, while this year the dead may be 
numbered by hundreds. The destruction 
of so many of these trees must be a source 
of regret to the lovers of forest scenery, as 
this pine is one of the most beautiful of its 
family. The tree, so symmetrical in itself, 
is clothed with long and tender foliage of 
an olive green tint in delightful contrast to 
that of other species. It has been said of 
this tree that wherever its roots penetrate 
gold may be found. 
In no place has this tree appeared to 
flourish so well as in the vicinity of Au­ 
burn, and its presence in the forest gives a 
distinctive character to the landscape. We 
have as yet discovered no means of arrest­ 
ing this pest, and it will doubtless run its 
course unchecked. However, it may' 
finally cease its ravages before these trees 
of our forests are exterminated.

NEW YORK WAKING UP. 
N ew Y o rk , March I5th.—The weather 
this morning was again warm and bright, 
with a prospect that there will be much 
thawing. The railroads leading into the 
city are all moving, and business men in 
New Jersey, Long Island and the upper 
part of the State reached New York this 
morning for the first time since Saturday’. 
Some surface cars are running. 
SAD CONDITION OF THINGS. 
N ew H av en , March 15th.—The great 
snow-storm severed all connection between 
Connecticut and the metropolis. Not a 
train is moving on any’ of the railroads 
throughout the State, and telegraphic con­ 
nection is entirely cut off". 
Reports are coming in of terrible suffer­ 
ing throughout the State, and especially’ on 
the coast. Many lives have been lost by 
accident and exposure to the storm. 
WRECKED PASSENGERS FROZEN. 
The steamer New Haven, with twenty- 
five passengers on board, was beached dur­ 
ing the gale on the west shore. The crew 
and passengers were safely landed, but the 
sufferings of the party began alter reaching 
the shore. The party was completely pros­ 
trated before reaching a farm-house. Ten 
of them had their hands frozen so badly’ 
that amputation is necessary. 
A TRAIN REACHES BUFFALO. 
B u ffa lo , March 15th.—The first train 
through from New York on the New York 
Central road since Monday morning ar­ 
rived here at 12:30 this afternoon. 
STARVING PASSENGERS RESCUED. 
T re n to n (N. J.), March I5th.—The ter­ 
rible snow-storm which struck this city on 
Sunday night is unprecedented for the 
damage done and the annoyance caused. 
The last train which started out of this 
city for New York on Monday morning 
was stopped by an immense drift about a 
mile from Princeton Junction. Here the 
train was obliged to stay from 1 o’clock on 
Monday afternoon until 11 o’clock yester­ 
day morning, when a reliet party succeeded 
in getting the hungry and half-lrozen pas­ 
sengers back to Trenton. 
The experiences of the travelers were 
fearful. During two nights they were 
obliged to walk up and down through the 
cars to keep from freezing. The drifts 
entirely covered the cars. The drifts in 
many places were a mile in length and 
from twelve to fifteen feet in hight. 


O F F T H E COAST. 
T errib le D isasters to V essels and H eavy 
L oss of Life. 
C am bridge (Md.), March 15th.—A letter 
dated the I3th reports the Savonia North 
capsized off Hill Point. Captain James 
North, Sr., and James Thomas, the only 
two on board, were drowned. 
Several vessels were ashore in Crannerv 
bay. The Julia Cook, of Cambridge, is 
reported lost, w’ith all on board. 
A renort had reached Cambridge the day 
previous that the General Logan had been 
wrecked at Castle Haven, and that Cap­ 
tain Creton and his crew of six men 
were drowned. The party that started 
out to search for the wreck had returned 
because the drifts and fallen trees made 
the road impassable. 
A TERRIBLE LIST OF DISASTERS. 
P h ila d e lp h ia , March 15th.—It is the 
opinion ol Delaware river pilots that ves­ 
sels went down during the storm which 
will never be heard of. 
The list of wrecks which are known of is 
increasing daily. Pilots who arrived here 
to-day say the harbor is filled with the 
wrecks of unknown vessels. The proba­ 
bilities are that the crews of many of those 
crafts have perished. 
Among the vessels lost was Ihe barge 
Hazeltine, Captain Vankirk, and a crew of 
five men. 
The bark Briminga had a crew of twenty- 
three, all told, tweutv-two of whom were 
lost.A number of bodies have been washed 
ashore.

H O N O RS TO T H E D E A D . 
Scenes in lte rlln P re p a rato ry to th e L ate 
E m p e ro r’s F u n e ra l. 
B e rlin , March 15th.—Thousands of per­ 
sons are arriving daily from the provinces 
to view the remains of the Emperor lying 
iu state. 
Members of the Reichstag and Landtag 
visited the Cathedral Tuesday night and 
privately viewed the remains of the Em­ 
peror. 
In accordance with the request of the 
Empress Augusta, the late Emperor's rooms 
will he left absolutely intact, just as when 
he lived in them. 
Every house along linter den Linden is 
draped with mourning, Brandenburg gate 
being entirely covered with crape. On the 
place iu front of the cathedral a black am­ 
phitheater is being erected that will hold 
thousands of seats. 
Along the route of the funeral procession 
the seats are selling at from live to twenty 
marks. 
Begas has secured a perfect cast of the 
Kaiser’s features. 
ALONG THE ROUTE. 
The route to be taken hy the funeral 
procession is three miles long. At inter­ 
vals of twenty paces along the route a 
double row of obelisks, draped with crape, 
is being erected, and grand arches, forty 
feet high, will span the whole roadway, 
from the Thiergarten along Unter den 
Linden. 
THE COLOGNE MONUMENT. 
The municipal authorities of Cologne 
voted 30,000 marks for a monument to 
Emperor William. 
ENGLISH RESPECT FOR THE DEAD. 
L ondon, March 15th.—The War Office 
has ordered the principal military garri­ 
sons at home and abroad to place their 
flags at half-mast to-morrow and to fire a 
minute gun at noon as a mark of respect 
for the late Emperor William. The naval 
stations received similar instructions. 
THE PRINCE OF WALES ARRIVES. 
B e rlin , March J5th. — The 1’rince of 
Wales viewed the remains of the late Em­ 
peror to-day, and afterwards visited the 
Czarovitcb. 
STREET DECORATIONS. 
The work of draping the streets is com­ 
pleted.

B e rlin , March 15th.—Emperor Fred­ 
erick said to-day that he felt well enough 
to visit the mausoleum, but the doctor, 
however, forbade him to go.

Mackenzie to remove to a suite of rooms 
on the same floor, in order to be nearer the 
Imperial apartments.

L iv erp o o l, March 15th.—Arthur Magnus, 
with whom Sullivan is stopping here, 
makes public his willingness to match 
Sullivan for $25,000 to fight Mitchell again 
il the latter agrees to fight in a sixteen-foot 
ring. Magnus is also prepared to bet $5,000 
that Sullivan will knock Mitchell out in 
forty minutes. I asked Sullivan if the pub­ 
lications were made with his authority. He 
said : 
“ Yes, though at first I did not intend to 
enter the prize-ring again. I would enter, 
however, under favorable circumstances 
and outside of France. Nobody was more 
surprised that I was at the result of the 
late encounter, and I am not ashamed to 
say so. I can’t say Mitchell ever dropped 
without being hit. but he fell at the slight­ 
est touch. I only got one good whack at 
him. and that disabled my arm. Another 
one like it would have settled him. It was 
no use going on, so I was satisfied to make 
it a draw. I don’t think Mitchell will face 
me or any one again in a serious fight. He 
is a better man than I thought. I have re­ 
ceived several telegrams from friends in 
America, saying that they still have confi­ 
dence in me.” 
Sullivan needs money, and will try to 
keep his engagements in Wales, though his 
arm gives him much pain. He has made 
a proposal to Mitchell for a series of spar­ 
ring exhibitions, both for this country and 
America. 
I saw Mitchell this afternoon, and asked 
him if he would take up the challenge of 
Magnus. He was drinking with friends 
and said: " I wish to propose the health of 
Sullivan, who, though beaten, is not dis­ 
graced. No; I shan’t fight him again, nor 
anybody else. The way I feel is that a 
man wilh a family dependent on him must 
be careful about engaging in serious en­ 
counters of that kind.”

L ondon, March 16th.—The snow storm 
and gale in Scotland is increasing iu vio­ 
lence. The roads and railways are com­ 
pletely blocked. 


CONGRESSIONAL PR O CEED IN G S. 
T he Senate. 
W ash in g to n , March 15th.—In the Senate 
to-day Plumb sent to the Clerk’s desk and 
had read a letter written by a Washington 
firm ot pension claim agents to a Kansas 
ex-soldier, saying that some time ago they 
had written to him asking 10 be allowed to 
take his pension claim to Congress, and 
had not heard from him ia reply; that 
they were conversant with his claim, and 
believed that, if properly presented, Con­ 
gress would not refuse a special pension * 
that their fee was $25, of which $10 was 
payaole in advance; that 863 special pen­ 
sion bills were passed by the last Congress 
and a still larger number would probably 
be passed by the present Congress: that 
this was the best time for the presentation 
of claims to Congress, as the country was 
on the eve of a Presidential election, and 
parties and individuals were on their metal 
to make a record. 
Plumb expressed the belief that large 
amounts were being obtained through such 
representations, although the writers could 
render no service whatever. Not only 
would an attorney not be permitted to ap’- 
pear before the Pension Committee, but he 
could perform no useful service whatever 
in connection with special pension cases. 
It was an outrage—putting it mildly—for 
men to be imposed upon in that way. He 
asked that the Pension Committee take 
the letter and consider it and make a re­ 
port to the Senate, so that such swindling 
of ex-soldiers should not be continued. 
After further discussion the letter was 
referred to the Committee on Pensions. 
The following were among the hills re­ 
ported and placed on the calendar : 
To ratily and confirm the agreement 
with the Gros Ventre and other Indians in 
M ontana; for the formation and admis­ 
sion into the Union of the Slates of Wash­ 
ington and North Dakota, with the minor­ 
ity reports; the House bill for the purchase 
01 certain swords of Major*General Jamt-s 
Shields. 
Dolph offered a resolution, which was 
laid over, calling on the Secretary of the 
Treasury for information as to the pro­ 
hibition of fur-seal fisheries in the waters 
of Alaska or Behring Sea beyond a marine 
league from the shore. 
Teller proceeded to address the Senate on 
the subject of the President's message, and 
spoke at considerable length. He "said it 
would not do for the friends of the Admin­ 
istration to assert that this was au attempt 
on the part of the President and his friends 
to modify, revise or correct the tariff'. No 
such intent could be gathered from his mes­ 
sage. It had been received everywhere as 
an attack—not on a defective tariff, not to 
remedy inconsistencies—but to destroy the 
protective system. 
The President had 
spoken ol that system as vicious, inequit­ 
able and illogical, and his former Secretary 
of the Treasury had spoken ot it as a bru­ 
tal method. 
He (Teller) was not ashamed to point to 
the great results of the twenty-seven years 
of experiment under the protective system, 
to show that it was neither vicious, illog­ 
ical nor iniquitous, but that it had brought 
to the people of this country a richness, a 
content and glory which 110 other system 
had brought upon any other people. ’ 
The motion to refer the message went 
over without action. 
The resolutions of the House on the sub­ 
ject of the death of Representative Moffatt 
were presented to the Senate, and several 
Senators eulogized the deceased. 
The resolutions were unanimously ad­ 
opted and the Senate adjourned. 
T he H ouse. 
W ash in g to n , March 15th —In the House. 
Thomas ot Wisconsin, rising to a question 
of privilege, sent to the Clerk’s desk and 
had read an article in the New York Sun 
relative to the pending railroad legislation. 
The article states: 
“ While doubting the truth of the claim 
that a Major Reddington, proprietor of a 
bucket-shop in Washington, controlled 
such anti-monopolistic members as Weaver 
of Iowa, Allen of Mississippi, Anderson of 
Iowa, Shively of Indiana, and Thomas of 
Wisconsin.’’ 
Thomas declared he did not know Red­ 
dington, and had never had any communi­ 
cation witli him. He was not interested in 
stocks, and the whole mattei—so far as he 
was concerned—was au absolute falsehood 
and lie. 
Allen also denied having any knowledge 
of or dealings with Reddington. 
White of New Y’ork offered a resolution 
requesting the Postmaster-General to in­ 
form the Honse what instructions, if any, 
bv circular, letter or otherwise have been 
given to subordinates with regard to mail 
matter sent from Canada which is intended 
to prohibit American citizens from using 
the United States mail on the same terms 
with citizens of the Dominion of Canada 
living in the same vicinity and competing 
in the same branches of business. Re­ 
ferred. 
The House then went into Committee of 
the Whole for the consideration of Senate 
amendments to the urgent deficiency bill. 
The amendment appropriating $25.000 for 
the pay of Assistant Custodians and Jani­ 
tors of public buildings, and for the rein­ 
statement of as many persons discharged 
since February 1st as tnav be necessary, 
was agreed to. 
The amendment striking out the clause 
directing the Public Printer to rigidly en­ 
force the eight-hour law was non-conciirred 
in, and the committee arose and the House 
adjourned.

THE H EW C H IN ESE TREATY. 


The California public will wait for the 
full text of the new Chinese treaty, which 
goes to the President to-day, with much 
anxiety. 
We are given a brief outline of 
its main provisions, but so much depends, 
in an important treaty, upon the interpret' 
ation of a single word or phrase, that the 
text must be studied liefore final judgment 
can be passed upon it. 
W e know that there are four general 
features in the treaty. 
First—Tiie defini­ 
tion of what is a Chinese laborer; the ex­ 
clusion of all such laborers with certain 
lim itations; lire property qualification that 
entitles Clónese going from the Fnited 
States to return certificates. Second—The 
definition of “ m e r c h a n tt h e provision 
for issuance of certificates to such by tiie 
( hiñese Government, vised by the Aineri 
can Correul, perm itting tiie holder to enter 
the 
United 
States. 
Third—T hat the 
claims of damages preferred by Chinese 
mobbed at certain [Kiints in the United 
States shall be 
adjudicated. 
Fourth— 
T hat the treaty shall exist for twenty 
years. 
The weak points the synopsis of these 
general provisions discovers, are first, the 
|>ermissioii given departing Chinese to 
return who have $1,000 worth of property 
in the United States. 
To those familiar 
with the cunning of the Chinese and their 
indifibrence to the binding force of oaths 
administered by “ foreign devils,” it is not 
difficult to understand how easily they 
will 
use 
this 
clause 
of 
the 
treaty 
as 
a 
means 
to 
the 
admission 
of 
thousands of the lowest order of coolies in 
tiie next twenty years. 
I t will tie a m atter 
of comparative ease for the (.'hiñese leaders 
to enable every departing Chinaman to 
“prove” that he has the requisite financial 
qualification for a return certificate, or that 
lie lias a family in this country. 
If under 
tliis process there is any weakness on the 
part of any Federal officer who determines 
tiie form of certificates, or who issues them, 
any numlier of Chinese can be admitted by 
substitution. 
Unless there is kept the 
strictest watch and ward, the certificate 
business will be loosely conducted, and the 
$1,000 qualification clause prove a con­ 
venient gap for the immigration of coolies. 
T here is a modifying provision, however, 
to this section of the treaty that may 
prove very useful in checking fraudulent 
entries—a certificate to return may lie 
cancelled if the Government discovers that 
th e claim of qualification was falsely made. 
A second weak spot in the treaty is the 
provision that the Chinese Government 
may issue certificates to its subjects to 
enter the United States, if they are mer­ 
chants and of the classes exempted from 
exclusion, provided such certificates are 
vised by American Consuls. 
Of course, if 
all the Consuls prove invincible to tem pta­ 
tion for the next two decades, less danger 
from this quarter may be looked for, than 
if 
Consuls 
are 
not 
susceptible 
to 
bribery. 
There can 
lie, however, 
no 
guarantee given against a Consul weak in 
judgm ent and sensitively impressionable. 
The Chinese know precisely how to cir­ 
cumvent such men. If tiie treaty required 
the Chinese to have photographed upon the 
certificate itself the front-view portrait of 
the “merchant” to whom it is issued, there 
would be stronger assurance that these pa­ 
pers will not be turned over to coolies to 
gain entry in borrowed plumes. 
If the treaty is ratified, it must lie the 
duty of California to see to it that Consuls 
are appointed to Chinese ports whose char­ 
acter guarantees that the consular certifi­ 
cates shall not prove open ports, through 
which Chinese emigration may continue. 
A provision of the treaty that is strong 
is to the effect that writs of habeas corpus 
shall not avail Chinese laborers prevented 
from landing in the United States, except 
upon a single point, proof of the right to 
enter because of the property qualification, 
and this proof must establish that it was 
proven to the Collector of the Port at the 
time of departure thut the claimant was 
qualified by the possession of $1,000 worth 
of property. 
This clause will relieve tiie 
U nited States Courts of a class of business 
that lias very nearly crowded all other 
m atters out of those tribunals ujion this 
coast, and practically debarred citizens 
from availing themselves of these Courts in 
the ordinary business litigatiou of which 
they have jurisdiction. 
According to the dispatches we are 
graciously informed by the Chinese Minis­ 
ter that the treaty will remove all the oli- 
jections to the present restriction laws, 
and effectually put a stop to objectionable 
Chinese immigration. 
We would much 
rather have this assurance from our own 
Government, and our Senators and Repre­ 
sentatives. 
Thus far they have not mani­ 
fested such confidence in the effectiveness 
of the treaty as is felt hv the Chinese 
Minister. 
However, so far as now in­ 
formed of its text, the treaty will work a 
great improvement in present conditions, 
i t has several strong features, and it cer­ 
tainly will render entry to the United 
States by Chinese more difficult than at 
present. 
If its provisions are clear and 
unmistakable, and its spirit is maintained 
by our officials abroad and by Fedeial 
representatives in home ports, Chinese ex 
elusion will lie among the early possibili 
ties, and prior to the expiration of tl.e 
treaty Chinese domestics and other work: re 
will lie almost wholly displaced in Ameii- 
ean homes and industrial fields by a better 
ami more desirable class of labor 


ORG ANIZING THE PARTY CLUBS. 


The Republican State Central Commit­ 
tee, at its first session of the season, has 
advised the formation of clubs throughout 
the State to affiliate with the National 
League of Republican Ciubs. 
This is 
right and prompt action. The R e c o r d - 
U n io n has urged the formation of sncli 
clubs ever since the Ix?agiie held its New 
York Convention. 
There ought to be two 
such 
clubs—possibly 
three—in 
Sacra­ 
mento, and eertainly one large oue. 
Tiie 
idea is wholly new, aud addresses itself to 
the intelligent and thinking as admirable 
in all the details of the work it contem­ 
plates. 
It is im possible for tiie bosses to 
use these clubs, because the le a g u e p ro ­

tic k e ts, o r from ta k in g an y p a rt in office- 


filling or local political questions. 
They 
are solely for marshaling the forces of the 
grand old party and proselyting for re­ 
cruits; for establishing systematic organ­ 
ization; for setting in motion means of 
rapid aud harmonious communication be­ 
tween all the Republicans in the land ; 
for creating centers from which informa­ 
tion may be disseminated ; headquarters 
where public questions of interest to the 
party 
may 
be 
calmly 
debated, 
and 
where Republican literature will be re­ 
ceived and distributed, 
in short, these 
are to be educational and perm anent dis­ 
ciplining clubs, not mere campaign, enthu­ 
siastic and tenqiorary aiiiiirs. There are 
now some 2,800 of these organizations in 
eleven States, and before the 1st of May 
there will be upwards of 4,000.

Central 
Committee 
has 
created 
the 
State 
Club 
at 
San 
Francisco 
tiie 
central 
organization 
of 
all 
clubs 
to be formed under the League. 
The 
State Club is a proper and commendable 
body, and one that we look to for work 
and leadership, and it will be the central 
organization of League clubs until a State 
league isformed. The league plan requires 
clubs to draw authority for existence di­ 
rectly from the National league. 
W hen 
sufficient clubs are organized in a county 
they may form a county League, and 
when a few county leagues are established 
a Convention may be called and a State 
League lie formed. 
Not till then can 
there he independence of the National 
League. 
Once the former is established, 
it will be the central or grand body fortlie 
State, and send delegates from its body to 
the National League. 
The State Club 
will become one of the California League 
clubs when the State League is formed, 
and that formation Is all the members of 
the State Club desire. There is but one 
aim in this matter, and th at is the system­ 
atic and detailed club organization of 
Republicans of California according to and 
under tiie National League plan, and it 
should be effected at once. 


FRUIT DISPOSAL. 


HOW SHALL OUR FRUITS BE DIS­ 
POSED OF IX CHICAGO. 


F o r downright stupidity commend us 
to tiie San Francisco Post. 
It cannot, or 
does not comprehend a single fact involved 
in the recent election in this city, while it 
commits itself to statements regarding it 
which are utterly false. 
The result of the 
election was simply, solely and only due to 
the disgust of the people at methods em­ 
ployed in running primary elections, cau- 
cusses and conventions, and was a revolt 
against fraud at the polls, and the im porta­ 
tion of hordes of San Francisco roughs to 
overawe and browbeat tiie people on elec­ 
tion days. 
Not a person of the hundreds 
who moved for reform has any personal 
ambitions to accomplish or revenges to grat­ 
ify. 
It was found simply inqiossible to 
reform within the party, because the vicious 
class controlled tiie machinery, stuffed the 
ballot-boxes and [lacked the conventions.

O u r E le c tio n R ev iew ed . 


The Anti-Bass Republicans of Sacra­ 
mento gained a decisive victory in Tues­ 
day’s election. They voted the Democratic 
ticket, which was clean, and the Boss 
Republican ticket was defeated by a major­ 
ity averaging about a thousand. The Anti­ 
Boss Republicans have thus succeeded in 
overthrowing Rhoads and his supporters, 
and are entitled to claim that theirs is the 
legitimate Republican organization. The 
election brought out fresh evidence of the 
outrageous nature of the bossism that excited 
the revolt, for a gang of the lowest order of 
ward-strikers and roughs was imported by 
the boss from the Tar Flat district of San 
Francisco, with the object of securing the 
election bv fraudulent means and terror­ 
ism. 
liven from a strict party stand-point, the 
revolt of the Republicans from the boss- 
made ticket was justifiable, for the reason 
that the Republican primaries were fraud­ 
ulently conducted, and all could see that 
the will of the voters was defeated in the 
ticket nominated by the Convention. The 
rule that fraud vitiates all contracts applies 
just as much in politics as in law. There 
can lie no obligation on the part of any 
honorable Republican to vote a ticket that 
he knows to have been fraudulently made, 
under corrupt dictation. The Sacramento 
case was particularly llagraut, for the rea­ 
son that the election affected the control of 
the Fire and Police Departments, vital to 
the welfare of the city. Control of these 
departments of course furnishes fine oppor­ 
tunities for boss dictation, and wide open­ 
ings for plunder or tribute. 
The anti-boss Republicans of Sacramento 
have achieved a grand victor}' for good 
government. They have iaid the founda­ 
tion for a reorganized Republican party 
that should carry the city in the fall elec­ 
tions. The duty rests upon them to work 
incessantly to secure this result. 
They 
have, by virtue of this victory, become the 
regular Republican party of Sacramento, 
but labor and vigilance will be necessary 
to preserve the fruits of the struggle. 
W hile they rejoice in March they must not 
forget that November cometh, and that the 
ex-boss will seek revenge.—Marysville Ap­ 
peal.

The following fetter has been issued to 
its members by the California F ruit U nion: 


O f fic e C a lif o r n ia F r u i t U n io n , 
i 
S a n F ra n c is c o , March 12 ,1888. | 
D e a r S ib : At the last annual meeting of 
stockholders of the California Fruit Union, 
a resolution was passed recommending to 
the Board of Trustees that the auction plan 
be tried in Chicago the coming season. 
in compliance with this recommendation 
the Trustees are now considering the mat­ 
ter, but as there is a division of opinion 
among them concerning the wisdom of sell­ 
ing our fruits in Chicago by auction, it has 
been suggested that, before any decision is 
arrived at, the opinion be learned of lead­ 
ing fruit-growers aud shippers, who are 
members of the Union. 
W ith this purpose in view i now address 
you, and ask that you carefully consider 
the lollowing, and give the Board of Trus­ 
tees the benefit of your judgm ent at the 
earliest possible date. There is to be a 
meeting of the Directors within two weeks, 
at which meeting this question is to be defi­ 
nitely settled. Your prompt attention is 
therefore earnestly requested. 
In order that you may understand the 
matter more thoroughly, it may be well to 
state briefly the reasons offered by those, 
who look with disfavor upon introducing 
the auction plan in Chicago, and the rea­ 
sons. also, that are set forth by those who 
are in favor of such plan. 
Among those who doubt the success of 
selling by auction in Chicago are several 
shippers, and also Porter Bros., of Chicago. 
It is held by these, and especially by Mr. 
Porter, that there are strong probabilities 
of combinations being formed among Chi­ 
cago buyers, so as to get our fruits at their 
own figures, and that the system of selling 
by auction in Chicago would be a much 
slower one than selling at private sale. 
It 
is claimed that by the latter method much 
of the fruit is sold in advance of arrival, 
and that a large part of the receipts of fruit 
are immediately reshipped, so that fruit 
reaches the consumer with the utmost 
promptness. 
Whereas, they claim that if sold by auc­ 
tion it would first have to be unloaded from 
the cars, arranged according to brand, and 
after being sold, then reshipped to other 
points, involving at least one day’s delay, 
which m ust seriously affect the value of 
the fruit. 
It is furtherm ore claimed that, while the 
auction plan has been successful in Boston, 
New York and other Atlantic cities, it has 
been tried in Chicago on bananas and other 
tropical fruits without success; and that 
while the auction plan may succeed in 
Chicago during the earlier part of the sea­ 
son, it would be an assured failure during 
the hight of the season, when great quan­ 
tities of fruit were being poured into Chi­ 
cago from all directions. 
They furthermore say that, though large 
quantities of California fruits were success­ 
fully sold by auction last year in Boston 
and New York, this is no proof that the 
method will continue to be a success in 
those markets—claiming as one reason for 
the increased demand, the fact that the 
Eastern fruit crop was largely a failure last 
year; and, further, that while fifty car­ 
loads were sold by auction in New York, 
aggregating in sales about $55,000, Porter 
Bros, claim to have sold at private sale to 
Dudley. Clapp 
& Doe, of New York, 
$140,000 worth 
of California fruit during 
the same season. 
In reply to these objections, those who 
have faith in the success of the auction 
plan make the following answ er: They 
say that, so far as combinations being 
formed among bidders is concerned, such a 
thing thus far has been impossible at the 
sale of fruits in any of the Eastern cities ; 
and that while 
it might be done among 
ruch tew Chicago dealers as now handle 
California fruits, their num ber thus far be­ 
ing limited to four or five, that such a thing 
would be impossible wiih the hundred or 
more Chicago fruit dealers who would at 
once take hold of California fruits, and 
push them with every energy, if they were 
placed on an equal footing’ with the few 
now in the irade. 
As proof of this fact, they point to the 
experience in Boston during the past sea­ 
son. Prior to 1887 there were but three or 
four wholesale fruit dealers in Boston who 
handled California fruits, hut as soon as the 
auction plan was adopted, which gave all 
an equal chance, nearly all the dealers of 
any note in Boston became interested, and 
toward the close of the season California 
fruits were, for the first time, to be found 
in the hands of dozens of fruit men. This 
resulted in greatly increasing the consump­ 
tion. and largely explains why it is that 
forty carloads were received there this year 
as against one solid carload ths year pre­ 
vious; the remaining shipments to Boston 
prior to 1887 having been made through 
Chicago, and as a rule, in small lots 
Though the consumption in Boston as com­ 
pared with previous years was very large, 
the agents there say that, “ as long as they 
can sell these fruits at prices within the 
reach of the multitude, their market can 
take much larger quantities than the forty 
carloads received last year.” 
The advocates of the auction plan there­ 
fore maintain that its adoption in Chicago 
will be followed by the same results, and 
for every dealer who now' bandies Califor­ 
nia fruits in Cbic-igo there will be twenty 
who will come in and help distribute anil 
popularize it, in this way vastly increasing 
the demand. 
In answer to the point made that fruit 
cannot be sold by auction as speedily as 
by private sale, it is held that, for small 
lots, fruits may be distributed more rapidly 
by private sale than by auction; but that 
experience everywhere has shown that for 
large quantities of fruit the auction is the 
only method by which the business can be 
made expeditions. As proof of this, the 
experience in Mediterranean fruits, Florida 
fruits, as well as California fruits, is pointed 
to. 
Entire ship-loads of lemons and oranges, 
that would take many days to dispose of 
at private sale, are sold within an hour in 
tiie auction-room. On this point the New 
York agents, Sgqble & Day, say as follows : 
“ Five cars of fruit sent to any commis- 
siou merchant in New York could not be 
sold in a day. as we sell it by anction. A 
large share of it must simply lay over un­ 
til the next day, or even the day follow­ 
ing ; and where would apricots,’ peaches 
and other such perishable fruits be UQder 
these circumstances?” 
Blake & Ripley, of Boston, in speaking 
of the difference in expedition in selling 
California fruits by auction, as compared 
with private sales, say : 
“ We could never 
hope to handle several carloads of Califor­ 
nia fruit at any one time, and successfully 
distribute it at private sale, without much 
loss by decay. It would simply be impos­ 
sible to do it, and our experience this sea­ 
son has made that point clear. On one 
morning we received six carloads of Cali­ 
fornia fruits—this being a regular ship­ 
ment, and a delayed shipment, both of 
which reached us at the sanie time. Had 
we been selling at private sale, such a 
quantity of California fruit coming at one 
time would have snowed us under. 
We 
would have been utterly helpless, and be­ 
fore we could have reached the last lot in 
the last car, much of the fruit would have 
become worthless : but selling it as we did 
by auction, the six carloads were sold 
within an hour after the bidding began, 
and within two or three hours more it was 
scattered in all directions, and within 24 
hours the money for this fruit was on the 
way to the growers and shippers in Cali­ 
fornia.’' 
Concerning the failure of selling tropical 
fruits by auction in Chicago, it is held that 
such failure was owing to the fact that 
bananas and the other foreign fruits offered 
in this way were not sold exclusively by 
auction in Chicago, and to make the auction 
plan a success, such as it has been in At­ 
lantic cities, the auction must be the chief 
source of supply and not a mere side issue. 
But since it is the intention, if the auc­ 
tion plan is adopted in Chicago, to Sell all 
California fruits in that way, the plan can­ 
not be otherwise than a success, since all 
who deal in California fruits must attend 
the sales to get supplies, which in itself 
will insure a success. 
It is admitted that if great quantities of 
California fruits are sent into Chicago when 
the market is glutted with domestic fruits 
of a similar character, then satisfactory 
prices cannot be hoped for at anction, nor 
can satisfactory prices be looked for under 
any other system if the market is glutted. 
It is held that no plan can be devised 
whereby fruit will bring a first-class price 
with an overloaded m arket; but the advo­ 
cates of the auction system claim that, even 
with an overloaded market, more can be 
realized by auction than if the fruit is 
gradually sold at private sale. 
In answer to the fact that nearly three 
times as m uch fruit was sold by private 
sale through Porter Bros., in New Y ork 


City, than was sold by euction, Sgoble & 
Day, the New York agents, answer as fol­ 
lows : 
“ The capacity for receiving Cali­ 
fornia fruits in New York was not at all 
tested. Some fifty cars came, but a hun­ 
dred could have come just as well as the 
fifty, and would have done equally well, 
provided the kind of fruit was sent such as 
we wanted.” 
Those who favor the auction plan say, in 
conclusion, that it is evidently the deter­ 
mination of certain parties to cripple the 
auction plan in New York and Boston, and 
to do this a guerrilla warfare was opened 
by them against the auctions last year in 
i New York and Boston. Supplies were got 
i from Chicago, and on the days of auction 
' sales the same brands of fruits that were 
being offered in the auction rooms were 
quoted by these parties at private sale at 
from 75 cents to $1 25 a box less than on 
other days, so that it was a frequent occur­ 
rence that the same brand of fruit was to 
be found in the auction room direct from 
California, and 
also in private 
hands 
through Chicago, thus resulting in the 
depression of prices at auction. 
The advocates of the auction plan, there­ 
fore, m aintain that if the markets of Boston 
and New York are to be protected and pre­ 
served for the California growet and ship­ 
per, this guerrilla warfare must be stopped, 
and the adoption of the auction plan in 
Chicago will be a complete, and, in fact, 
the only check, since it will compel those 
who have been waging this war against the 
auctions to buy at public sale, thus cutting 
off all possibility of favoritism, and com­ 
pelling them to pay more for their fruit 
than others are willing to give before they 
can get it. 
Unless the auction plan is adopted in 
Chicago, it is held that desperate efforts 
will continue to be made against the suc­ 
cess of the auction in New York and Bos­ 
ton markets, which, while it may cost the 
parties conducting this warfare great sums 
of money, is liable also to discourage those 
sending to the far Eastern markets, and 
may ultimately end in bringing about the 
condition so much desired by the Eastern 
auction opponents, namely, limited sup­ 
plies for Atlantic cities at fancy prices. 
The query, “ Shall the auction plan he 
adopted for Chicago?” being the “ burning 
question of the hour,” it is of the highest 
importance that the matter receive the 
earnest thought and consideration of all 
concerned. W hichever way this question 
is decided, it must have a great inlltience 
upon the future of California green fruits 
in the East, and I therefore trust that you 
will give this m atter your careful consider­ 
ation, and forward your conclusions at the 
earliest moment.

A ¡STRANGE CASE. 


H ow a u O b s tin a te J u r o r R eceiv ed A tte n ­ 
tio n s o f th e C o u rt. 
The San Francisco Bulletin of yesterday 
has the following: 
George Wilson, a Tar Flat hoodlum, was 
before a jury iu Judge Tooby’s Court yes­ 
terday aiternoon for assault with a deadly 
weapon. On Sunday night, January U4tii, 
he engaged in a fight with another rough, 
named George Dunbar, on Howard street, 
near New Montgomery, and fired at, but 
missed him . The three arresting officers, 
Marshall, Coles and Conberry, testified to­ 
day that the two participants in the affray 
were at least ten feet apart when the shot 
was tired, Dunbar running away from 
W ilson. 
Dunbar was then called to the 
stand by Mr. Knott, who was conducting 
the prosecution. 
He said that the two 
were together at the time. 
Wilson had 
taken out the pistol and he had grabbed it 
in order to get a closer view of it when the 
thing went off. There was the best of feel­ 
ing between the two, as they had been 
chums 
Mr. Knott was considerably surprised at 
this backsliding on the part of his prose­ 
cuting witness. In the Police Court Dun­ 
bar had testified that he was too drunk to 
remember anything about the affair. As 
Dunbar 
stepped down from the stand 
Judge Toohy directed the Sheriff to take 
charge of him. 
W illiam Perkins happened to be coming 
out from the Howard-street 
Methodist 
Church at the time of the shooting, and 
testified that the men were fighting, when 
Dunbar broke away and Wilson fired at 
him . W hen the jury had retired Judge 
Toqhv directed the District Attorney to 
draw up a complaint charging Dunbar with 
perjury, saying that either he or the other 
four witnesses had been telling what was 
untrue. 
Dunbar was taken below into the 
City Prison. 
After the jury had been out for thirty 
minutes they filed into the Court-room and 
the foreman stated that they could not 
agree. 
“ Oue of us is obstinate, your 
honor.” 
“A juror who is obstinate as you say, in 
a case like this,” said the Court, “ renders 
niinself liable to a law which he does not 
know the existence of. He is a disgrace to 
him self and to his country.” 
Having de­ 
livered himself of this, the Court dismissed 
the jury and ordered the case for trial to­ 
morrow afternoon. 
The obstinate juror 
proved to be John Hanlon, a Brannan- 
street saloon-keeper. 
Dunbar is a vicious character, who has 
been in the House of Correction three or 
four times. 
Wilson is at present serving a 
term in the House for petit larceny. The 
pistol, pearl-handled and nickel-plated, he 
claims to have purchased from a sailor 
named Kelly for $2, but he was convicted 
of petit larceny for stealing it. VV ilson 
asserts that he is a hard-working sailor. 


S he W ill B e AU R ig h t. 
The better element of the Republican 
party of Sacramento having arrested the 
riD g in its course of misconduct, is now 
displaying the proper penological spirit by 
making reform, not revenge, the end of its 
action. It invites all the rank and file of 
the party to join in future harm onious ac­ 
tion upon clean lines of conduct.

POLICE COl'&T. 
U nfortunate “ T om R e y n o ld s •“ Divvy ” 
B ra g g 's Sentence. 
Judge Buckley had quite an interesting 
calendar before hiui yesterday morning, 
which was promptly disposed of. 
Wm. McIntyre, charged with being a 
Common drunkard, had his case continued 
until to-day. He was willing to plead 
guilty to teing drunk, but he had no liking 
for the county jail. 
Louis Myerhoffer could not deny having 
been drunk, and was ordered to pay a fine 
of $5 or go to jail for five days. 
There was a charge of battery against 
Mrs. Rhodes, but as the defendant was 
sick the case was continued until Saturday. 
The same order was made in the case of 
John Vantine. charged with battery. 
“ Thomas Reynolds” was convicted of 
attempting to vote illegally. The prison­ 
er's wife, a very respectable woman, was 
on the stand and testified to the condition 
of the prisoner the morning of the elec­ 
tion. He had been sick and on Monday 
night had taken heavy doses of quinine. 
It was evident from the testimony that the 
man was in a weak physical condition, and 
was made the tool of vicious men while 
under the influence of liquor. He is said 
to be a decent laboring man, and was lately 
at work in the railroad shops. Clinton L. 
White, who came into Court to prosecute 
the prisoner, asked the Court to be lenient 
with him, on account of his condition and 
the evident respectabilitp of his wife. Sen­ 
tence will be proaounced this morning. 
As was expected, J. 1). Care, who at­ 
tempted to vote on the name of John T. 
Carey, forfeited his deposit of $50. All of 
those arrested for illegal voting would be 
very glad to get out in the same way. 
The case of Patrick Lynch, charged with 
disturbing the peace, was again continued, 
no prosecuting witnesses appearing. 
“ Divvy ” Bragg was fined $15 for disturb­ 
ing the peace on election day. He made a 
most piteous appeal to the Court for 
mercy and showed the greatest apparent 
penitence. Judge Buckley give him a 
light sentence, and as soon as he went 
down stairs he resumed his old air, and 
told the officer in charge of the police office 
that he had better make Judge Buckley a 
present of the balance of his deposit. As 
the money had been put up by a friend of 
his. and didn’t belong to him, the generous 
offer was not accepted. 


Slandered Citizens. 
E ds. R ecord-U nion : The writer, to­ 
gether with many hundreds of other me­ 
chanics employed at the railroad works in 
this city, have looked for some rebuke by 
the R ecord-U nion of the vile slander con­ 
tained in a telegraphic dispatch from this 
city published in the San Francisco Post on 
the evening of the late city election. It 
was an infamous libel on the two thousand 
independent workmen employed in the 
works mentioned, and must not go unchal­ 
lenged. 
That dispatch virtually asserted that we 
would vote according to dictation and 
against the so-called Republican ticket. 
In other words, that we would—after leav­ 
ing our day's work—be herded together 
and driven to the polls like sheep to the 
slaughter-pen. No more infamous nor 
contemptible slander was ever uttered 
against any body of free, enlightened and 
independent American citizens. 
I have been making some inquiry into 
the scatter of the source of this libel, in 
order *1' possible, to locate the monumental 
liar "who furnished such stuff for publica­ 
tion. But the nearest that I have been 
able to come to it is that the Post's Sacra­ 
mento dispatches are sent from the Bee 
office by one of its editorial “ corpse.” (I 
think “ corpse” a very fitting term to apply 
to that concern just now.) The natural 
presumption is that the scoundrelly libel 
referred to emanated from that same 
source. 
It stands the Bee in hand to clear its 
skirts of this infamy, if it can. So far as I 
have been able to learn, the only influences 
brought to hear on the employes of the 
shops came from men connected with the 
ring, and their efforts to lead independent 
voters away from the path of duty met 
generally with the contempt deserved. 
The Bee may “ put this in its pipe and 
smoke it:” The men whose manhood and 
intelligence have been assailed will not 
soon forget nor forgive this cowardly and 
covert assault upon them.

It is their 
annual custom to give a masquerade ball, 
which is always one of the principal so­ 
cial 
events 
of 
the season. 
Last 
evening 
they gave their nineteenth 
annnal masquerade in the State Exposition 
building, Fifteenth and N streets. The 
pavilion had been most tastefully decorated 
for the occasion, by the decorator, George 
Boyne. Long streamers pendent from the 
center of the building were caught up at the 
galleries. The gallery was trimmed with 
national colors, and the shields, Hags and 
emblems of every nation. The north end 
of the hall was cut off from the main 
floor by a large landscape painting, 
behind which the masquers assembled 
preparatory to the grand march. The 
main floor at the sides were filled with 
rows of chairs, as was also the gallery. The 
music-stand, handsomely decorated, was 
placed at the south side of the main hall, 
and was occupied by the Hussar band. At 
8 o’clock the maskers began to assemble, 
and before the hour for the grand march 
fully five hundred were upon the floor. 
The costumes were as a whole not particu­ 
larly fine, neat and fancifully - colored 
domino’s predominating. There was a 
lack of local characters, only two coming 
prominently to the front. It was a noticea­ 
ble fact that the number of clowns, Topsies 
and Chinamen were quite small, there be­ 
ing only two of the latter, both of whom 
were excellent make-ups. 
At 9 p. m. a class of twenty Turners came 
upon the floor, and went through some 
very fine evolutions, the building of pyra­ 
mids, turning, etc., which was excellent, 
and elicited much applause. The paviiion 
was brilliantly lighted botli by gas and 
electricity, which made the spectacle a 
brilliant one and pleasing to the hundreds 
of spectators present. 
Ttie grand march commenced at 9:30, and 
was led by the following committee: J. 
Nagele, C. H. Krebs, George Newman, J. 
Lang and Fred Biewener. They were fol­ 
lowed by twelve Knight in full armor, with 
battle-axes. Next came a wagon pulled 
by a score of Turners dressed in car­ 
mine suits, flowing capes and tower­ 
ing 
hats, 
upon 
which 
was 
a 
dozen costumed individuals sut rounding 
two tables. Each was armed with a clay 
pipe in front of him, a bowl oí soap-suds, 
and they were in the “bubble business.” 
A large sign on the wagon read, “How 
some of our Sacramento capitalists help to 
get a boom.” 
Next came a plug-hat brigade and a 
number oí tine maskers in rich costumes. 
They were followed by a car, drawn by a 
number of juvenile Turners. It repre­ 
sented a snow scene in Los Angeles county. 
The orange trees were covered with snow, 
the fruit had a frosl-bitten appearance and 
the entire rig represented a cold day in the 
wilds of Dakota. A large placard, extend­ 
ing from one end of the car to the other, 
had the following inscription : “The citrus 
belt of Southern California. Immigration 
wanted. No ice. No snow.” 
Next came a number of grotesque char­ 
acters bearing banners with the following 
inscriptions: 
“ Wanted—A committee to find clear 
water for the city.

ILLEGAL VOTERS. 
Another Batch Before City- Justice Post 
Yesterday. 
City Justice of the Peace C. N. Post has a 
a large calender before him at present, as 
most of the men charged with illegal vot­ 
ing were taken before him. The following 
cases were up before him yesterday: 
The case of C. R. Henry, charged with 
attempted bribery, was set for trial this 
morning at 10 o’clock, and Joseph Hughes 
appointed to defend the prisoner. Heniy 
was arrested at the polls by special Deputy 
Sheriff J. C. Sullivan, for attempting to 
bribe a man to vote. 
James Morrissey was arraigned on a 
charge of attempting to vote illegally, 
Major W. A. Anderson appearing lor the 
prisoner. He was arrested on a complaint 
sworn out by Thomas Fox. His case was 
set down for trial on the 20th ot March, 
but subsequently he was released on a cash 
deposit of $100, put up by a friend from 
Second street, and he will probably not put 
in an appearance again. 
Nathan Sears, who was arrested for at­ 
tempting to vote illegally, on a complaint 
sworn to by Grove L." Johnson, pleaded 
guilty and will be sentenced this morning. 
W. F. Fitzgerald was arraigned on a 
charge of illegal voting, and his examina­ 
tion was set for March 20th at 1 p. m. The 
complaint in his case was sworn to by J. 
F. Ramage. 
The examination of James Turner, 
charged with illegal voting, was set down 
for March 20th at 1:30 p. m. Bart. Lucy is 
the complaining witness in this case. 
Wm. Redding pleaedd guilty to having 
attempted to vote illegally, and will receive 
his sentence to-day. George W. Ficks 
made the complaint against Redding. 
The examination of Oscar W. Stafford, 
the man from El Dorado county, who was 
arrested on the complaint of John Weil, 
was set down for this afternoon at 1 o’clock. 
He is charged with attempting to vote ille­ 
gally. Stafford was formerly a resident of 
this city, and his name was still on the 
superannuated Great Register, but it is 
claimed that he had lost his residence here. 
HABEAS CORPUS. 
Interesting C ontest O ver a Tw elve-Y ear- 
Old Chinese G irl. 
There is a Chinese girl named Hop Vee, 
twelve years of age, confined at the City 
Prison, over whom there is likely to be a 
pretty lively contest. The Rev. Thomas 
Fiiben is interesting himself in behalf of 
the girl, whom he believes is held as a 
slave, to be sold for the purpose of prosti­ 
tution, and he desires to have her sent to 
the Chinese Mission in San Francisco. It 
appears that the girl ran away from her 
custodians, went to Dr. Dart for protection 
and was turned over to the police. 
Yesterday Charles T. Jones, on behalf of 
Sam Wah, procured a writ of habeas cor­ 
pus, ordering the Chief of Police to bring 
Hop Yee before Judge Van Fleet at 1:30 p. 
m. to-day. Sam Wah, who is an old resi­ 
dent of Sacramento, and keeps a wash­ 
house on Thirteenth street, between F and 
G, claims that the girl is his daughter, aDd, 
being a minor, he is her rightful custodian. 
The case will probably develop into a very 
interesting one.

THE CASHMAN CASE. 
T he Ju ry Give Plaintifl' 81,000 D am ages 
and Costs of Suit. 
While this action was brought against 
Casbman. it is really a suit against the 
county of Sacramento, and it has conse­ 
quently attracted a great deal of attention. 
The amended complaint was filed on the 
18th of July, 1887, and sets forth that on 
the 16th of September, 1885, an injunction 
was issued by the United States Circuit 
Court, in the case of George Cashman vs. 
Amador and Sacramento Canal Company 
et al., against the plaintiff and others, re­ 
straining him from tailing debris into 
the Cosumnes 
river or its tribu­ 
taries ; that plaintiff was compelled to give 
a bond in the sum of $10,000 to stop work 
in the Hill Top mine, and stop running 
water through the A mador and Sacramento 
canal for sixty-four days ; to employ coun­ 
sel at an expense of $1.200, and to lose 
money in various ways. That subsequently 
the same Court decided that said George 
Cashman was not entitled to the injunc­ 
tion.The case has been on trial before Judge 
Armstrong and a jury since the 9th of 
March, and Messrs. McKune & George, for 
the plaintiff, and Messrs. Beatty it Devlin, 
for the defendant, have contested every inch 
of the ground with energy. Plaintifl sues 
for $6,700, interest and costs. 
It was developed during the trial of the 
case that Cashman is an alien land owner 
on the Cosumnes river, and at the time the 
injunction proceedings were commenced in 
the United States Circuit Court the Board 
of Supervisors entered into a written agree­ 
ment with him by which they agreed to 
become responsible for ail costs and dam­ 
ages that might come. After the bond of 
$10,000 had been given, the United States 
Circuit Court decided that the injunction 
would not hold, on the ground that it was 
a collusive action and that Cashman was 
an alien. The case was appealed to the 
Supreme Court of the United States, and 
that Court sustained the decision of the 
Circuit Court. 
One of the most prominent features of 
the case was the question of the proper 
amount of attorneys' fees to be allowed, 
the opinions of lawyers differing very 
widely, as is usual in such eases. The jury 
last night rendered a verdict in favor of the 
plaintiff, and virtually against the county, 
for $1,000, and to tliis will be added the 
costs.
